Cubs resume push for 
advertising sign that 
outrages rooftop owners

The latest escalation in the dispute over 
Wrigley Field’s renovation unfolded Monday 
with the Cubs revealing they sought final city 
approval to put up a beer advertising sign in 
right field and rooftop club owners threaten- 
ing to sue to block the installation. 

Despite the sniping, the two sides say they 
still are trying to reach agreement that will al- 
low them to avoid the courts as the Ricketts 
family that owns the team tries to achieve lift- 
off on a $300 million ballpark renovation and 
$200 million neighborhood redevelopment. 

“They are continuing to try to talk, 


though,” said Aid. Patrick O’Connor (40th), 
who has been attempting to broker a solution 
at Mayor Emanuel’s request. “My impression 
is that even if and when there is a lawsuit {try- 
ing to block the right-field sign] filed, they will 
continue to try to find a solution short of hav- 
ing a judge impose a decision on them.” 

The Wrigley Field project has been marked 
by round after round of public posturing and 
leverage seeking as the rooftop owners try to 
preserve their lucrative views into the ball- 
park and the Cubs organization attempts to 
strike a deal to avoid a lawsuit so that con- 
struction can begin without delay The Rick- 
etts family which borrowed money to buy the 
team from Tribune Co. in 2009, is relying on 
new revenue to pay for the renovation and 
bolster the roster to improve the team’s lack- 
luster performance. 


On Monday, Cubs officials said they filed an 
electronic application late Friday asking the 
city for a permit to build a 650 -square-foot 
sign in right field, one that would partially 
block rooftop views. The size and placement 
of the sign have been approved, so the admin- 
istrative sign-off on the permit is something 
of a formality 

But the Cubs were quick to note that the 
effort to get the right-field sign up should not 
be considered a signal that the team is ready 
to move forward with the entire renovation. 

“Since last summer, we always stated our 
intent to move forward with this sign in 
right field prior to the 2014 season, and we 
were hopeful we could reach a resolution at 
the negotiating table,” Cubs spokesman Ju- 
lian Green said. “But given the rejection of 
our proposal ... it certainly appears we are 


Rooftop response 

Ryan McLaughlin, a spokesman for the roof- 
top owners, confirmed that there are plans 
for the two sides to meet this week, but he 
also said the rooftop group is preparing to 
file a lawsuit to prevent the right-field sign 
from going up. “This is an unfortunate turn 
of events, because our hope was to find a 
solution to this matter,” McLaughlin said in 
a statement. “Rooftop owners believe any 
blockage of our views violates the [revenue 
sharing] contract we have with the owners 
of the Cubs. We have instructed our legal 
team to proceed accordingly.”

Chicago s police scanner is 
no joke— and there’s a huge 
audience tuning in

“Person shot.” 

For anyone in the habit of listen- 
ing to the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment’s scanner radio transmissions, 
those two words break through the 
cacophony of addresses, numbers and 
codes that police officers and their 
dispatchers rattle off at all hours. 

On a recent weekday evening, they 
were the words that sent Justin Jack- 
son to the corner of 95th Street and 
Princeton Avenue. A man had been 
shot in the leg, police officers said 
over the scanner, and he had just run 
into a Roseland barber shop looking 
for help. 

Jackson, 23, of Harvey, 111 ., is an on-call 
firefighter and part-time photographer 
with a fascination with local law enforce- 
ment scanners that he can trace back to 
middle school. He spends his free time driv- 
ing around the city and the south suburbs, 
listening in on several radios and his cell- 
phone for shootings, fires and car crashes, 
then heads to the scenes hoping to photo- 
graph some of the mayhem. 

“When you listen to the radios, there are 
times when police and fire are just talking 
and talking,” Jackson said, “but that split 
second when you hear the dispatcher come 
on and say a call of shots fired and a person’s 
shot, it can go from very boring to your 
adrenaline pumping.” 

Jackson is one of an unknown number 
of scanner enthusiasts — dubbed “scanner 
nerds” by some— who obsessively listen to 
the cackle of the CPD’s radio transmissions, 
which are broadcast citywide and separated 
into 12 zones, as well as other local first-re- 
sponder radio activity Some stay up late into 
the night tweeting the most alarming, in- 
teresting or ironic tidbits they overhear, via 
popular twitter accounts like the unofficial 
@Chicago_Scanner. Others, like the au- 
thors of the anonymous local community 
blog “Crime in Boystown,” keep a running 
unofficial tally of criminal activity in their 
neighborhoods. 

And a few people, who typically moon- 
light as freelance photojournalists like Jack- 
son, follow the scanner’s leads straight to 
crime scenes. 

“Some districts I go to, the police 
know me by name,” Jackson said as he 
crouched on a traffic island in the middle of 
95th Street, snapping photos of the shoot- 
ing victim being loaded into an ambulance. 
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That split second when you hear the 
dispatcher come on and say a call of shots

With the right tools— namely a radio, a 
computer or one of the growing number of 
cellphone apps — anyone can access most 
types of police scanner activity, which is 
transmitted over public airwaves. But the ad- 
vent of Twitter accounts that share scanner 
activity in real time has raised public safety 
questions among law enforcement officials. 
In the wake of the bombings at the Boston 
Marathon last year, the Boston Police De- 
partment took to Twitter to implore users 
to stop tweeting about police operations be- 
ing broadcast over the scanners, for fear that 
criminals could use the real-time informa- 
tion to evade them. 

CPD spokesman Adam Collins said the 
department has no problem with people 
listening in. “People throughout the coun- 
try, and presumably the world, have made a 
hobby of listening to radio activity on police 
scanners for decades. As long as they don’t 
interfere with police work, we have no issue 
with it,” he said in an email. 

In recent years some police and fire de- 
partments have moved to encrypt some of 
their broadcasts, including a handful of de- 
partments in the Chicago suburbs. 

Vernon Herron, a retired police com- 
mander and current senior policy analyst at 
the University of Maryland, said public po- 
lice scanners have the potential to do both 
good and harm, as long as listeners remem- 
ber that the words they are hearing represent 
real, ongoing police activity, and have yet to 
be officially verified 

“Police scanners provide citizens with a re- 
alistic idea of what goes on in the daily lives 
of police work,” he said. “But also, criminal 
cases come to mind where criminals have 
used these portable scanners when commit- 
ting robberies or other crimes, where they 
hear the police are responding and they make 
good their escape.” 

The Chicago area has one of the most ro- 
bust scanner clubs in the country, the Chi- 
cago Area Radio Monitoring Association, 
with more than i,8oo email list subscribers, 
according to Dave Weaver, a longtime scan- 
ner enthusiast and the founder of the local 
scanner website radioman911.com. Weaver’s 
site has more than i,ooo members. 

Weaver noted that scanner hobbyists are 
mostly male, and many, including him, de- 
scribe getting into the scanners through a 
family member who worked in public ser- 
vice. 

Jackson obtained his first scanner in sev- 
enth grade with the help of his father, who 
shot photographs for the Chicago Sun- 
Times. Jackson frequently sends his crime 
scene photos to local news outlets, and some 


have been purchased by the Tribune Com- 
pany, which owns RedEye. 

Jackson seems to have a story from almost 
every block he passes as he drives around the 
22nd District on the far South Side, making 
his way toward his favorite waiting spot, a 
Walgreens parking lot at 115th Street and 
Halsted Street. He says he’s watched a fire- 
man carry a scorched infant out of a burning 
building; police investigating a homicide. 


with a body and its blood in plain sight; a sub- 
urban police chase; and he once got stuck at 
a crime scene when police roped off the area 
surrounding his car with police tape. 

“My first photo in the Sun-Times was 
freshman year of high school, of a hostage 
situation,” he said. “I do it because I get great 
shots. The silhouette of a fireman in front 
of a burning building, where all you have is 
flames ... it’s the feeling of getting a shot that 


no one else has.” 

For Weaver, following the scanner traffic is 
a kind of civic participation. 

“It’s for people interested in knowing 
what’s happening out there in their neigh- 
borhood on a real-time basis,” he said. “This 
is stuff that should be listened to, by off-duty 
firemen, by people, anybody with a curiosity 
about what their public servants are up to.”

More than 600 people 
fall ill on cruise ship 


The number of passengers and crew who 
fell ill aboard a Royal Caribbean cruise ship 
climbed to more than 600 on Monday many 
vomiting and using biohazard bags for any- 
thing they touch. 

The updated sick count aboard the Ex- 
plorer of the Seas, which cut short its Carib- 
bean cruise and was expected to dock in New 
Jersey on Wednesday is more than double the 
300 originally thought to have been felled by 
gastrointestinal illness, according to the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control. 

Among those sick with vomiting and diar- 
rhea were some of the onboard entertainers, 
which caused shows to be canceled, passen- 
gers said. 

Altogether, 595 passengers and 50 crew 
members fell ill aboard the ship, said CDC 
spokeswoman Bernadette Burden. The ship 
was carrying 3,050 passengers and a crew of 
1,165. 


The ship departed Cape Liberty Cruise 
Port in Bayonne, N.J., on Jan. 21 and will cut 
its planned 10 -day cruise short by two days, 
returning to its home port Wednesday the 
cruise company said. 

“Disruptions caused by the early wave of ill- 
ness means that we were unable to deliver the 
vacation our guests were expecting,” Royal Ca- 
ribbean said in a statement issued on Sunday 

The CDC said Monday the cause of the 
sickness was unknown but that an environ- 
mental safety officer and an epidemiologist 
boarded the ship on Sunday in St. Thomas in 
the U.S. Virgin Islands to determine the cause 
of the outbreak and the proper response. 

Stool samples were gathered and sent to a 
CDC lab to determine what type of pathogen 
is to blame. Burden said. 

“We likely will have a determination or 
identification of the pathogen later this 
week,” she said. 


Teen sets himself 
on fire at Colo, school 

A 16-year-old student set 
himself on fire in the cafeteria 
of a high school in a Denver 
suburb on Monday in front of 
horrified classmates in what 
police said was an apparent 
suicide attempt. The youth 
suffered burns over 80 per- 
cent of his body and was hos- 
pitalized in critical condition, 
according to town fire and 
police spokeswomen. 


Thieves steal blood 
of Pope John Paul II 

Thieves broke into a small 
church in the mountains east 
of Rome over the weekend 
and stole a reliquary with 
the blood of the late Pope 
John Paul II, a custodian said 
on Monday. John Paul, who 
reigned for 27 years, is due to 
be made a saint of the Roman 
Catholic Church in May, mean- 
ing the relic will become more 
noteworthy and valuable. 


Southwest plans first 
international flights 

Southwest Airlines said 
Monday it will start flights 
to Aruba, the Bahamas and 
Jamaica in July, its first in- 
ternational flights under the 
Southwest brand. The car- 
rier currently offers flights to 
Mexico and the Caribbean 
through AirTran. The car- 
rier has been revamping its 
reservations system so it can 
handle international bookings.

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Fairways in Lincoln Park wants foodies AND golf nuts

As someone who loves golf, I accept that the sport is perceived as hoity-toity 
Fairways (1141 W Armitage Ave. 773-698-6020), a new bar/restaurant/golf 
simulator spot in Lincoln Park, plays right into that by shooting for foodies as 
well as die-hard golfers. Does it succeed, and does it have a shot at attracting 
other patrons? RedEye paid Fairways a visit and came back with these observa- 
tions, birdie- and bogey-style, chsosa@tribune.com i @redeyesportschi 


BOGEY: First impressions 

Half our foursome detected a strange, un- 
pleasant odor when we walked in. We were 
also turned off by the dried food stains on 
some of the menus. And when we got up- 
stairs to the simulator bays, it wasn’t obvious 
who was running the show. I also found it odd 
that just one person took care of food/drinks/ 
bussing tables/simulator orientation/bartend- 
ing when all four bays were packed the eve- 
ning we visited. 

BIRDIE: The service 

Once my friends and I were set up at the sim- 
ulator, the person who waited on us was very 
good. We never felt like we were waiting for 
anything, or rushed for that matter. 

BOGEY: The waiting 

Although we had a reservation, the staff 
had to ask the previous group to vacate the 
simulator before we got started. Another 
group in the waiting area had the same ex- 
perience. I also noticed the four-people-per- 
bay rule was not “strictly enforced” despite 
a sign proclaiming otherwise. The staff was 


understanding and allowed us to stay for the 
full two hours we had booked, but it could 
have been a problem if another group had 
been waiting for us to finish. 

BIRDIE: The equipment 

You can bring your own clubs, but the house 
equipment is a mix of high-quality manufac- 
turers: Callaway, Nike, Cleveland and Taylor 
Made. Do bring your glove, however. 

BIRDIE: The games 

The draw for serious or even casual golfers is 
the chance to play legendary courses-think 
Pebble Beach, Bethpage Black, St. Andrews- 
as well as par-3 compilations and other fea- 
tures possible only in virtual golf. There are 
a handful of other games, such as field goal 
“kicking,” breaking windows on buildings and 
tic-tac-toe, so even if you’re not into “regular” 
golf, you won’t get bored. It took no time to 
get the hang of the simulator controls, and 
switching from game to game was a snap. 
Keep in mind that Fairways is not a substitute 
for a practice facility: You probably hit the 
ball farther in real life than the simulator sug- 
gests, especially on full swings. 



BIRDIE: The price 

At $50 an hour, simulator rental is reasonable 
when split four ways. If you’re not eating, you 
should complete 18 holes in two hours, three 
at most. 

BIRDIE: The food 

Fairways’ appetizers ($7-$11) won us over big 
time. The pork belly (with vanilla risotto, chipo- 
tle caramel and peach chutney) was decadence 


at its finest, though next time we’d order it as a 
dessert-it was that sweet. The kobe beef slid- 
ers were top-notch, and the char-grilled chicken 
drummies with “angry sauce” featured a seri- 
ously spicy kick. I suggest eating before or after 
you play, as space is scarce near the simula- 
tors. While there are no restrictions on where 
you eat, downstairs is where the enormous TVs 
are, and you won’t have to worry about getting 
clocked with someone’s backswing if you’re
